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immunes from Cuba being detained on board for detention in San Jnan. 
Forty pieces of baggage and 2 sacks of mail from Santo Domingo were 
disinfected, and 55 pieces from Cuba were inspected and passed. Three 
bills of health were issued during the week. 

The sanitary condition of Ponce remains about the same. A large 
number of cases of la grippe are reported ; a few are genuine cases of 
influenza, but the greater part are bad "colds" or catarrh, due to the 
warm days and cool nights and rainy weather.
